Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  upon  general  conditions  of 
the  Public  Health  for  the  year  for  the  Rural  District  of  Magor  and 
St.  Mellons. 

The  report  is  drawn  up  on  the  lines  indicated  in  Circular  1/62 
(Wales). 

The  New  Spencer  Steel  Works,  Llanwem. 

Work  was  started  on  the  new  Spencer  Steel  Works. 

The  land  for  this  large  works  stretches  from  the  East  side  of 
Newport  more  or  less  to  Redwick  on  the  coast  side  of  the  railway, 
comprising  of  a strip  of  land  roughly  of  some  miles  in  width  and 
3-4  miles  long. 

The  level  of  the  land  has  been  raised  to  avoid  flooding,  and  this 
involved  carrying  an  immense  amount  of  earth  in  lorries  from  a very 
wide  area. 

At  this  stage  of  the  work  there  was  considerable  difficulty  with 
traffic,  the  original  roadway  was  very  narrow  and  private  motorists 
were  constantly  experiencing  much  difficulty  in  passing  the  heavy 
lorries.  At  a much  later  stage  the  regular  entry  to  the  works  was 
constructed  and  overcame  these  difficulties. 

As  the  County  Borough  of  Newport  divides  the  area  of  Magor 
and  St.  Mellons  roughly  in  half  there  was  considerable  difficulty 
caused  to  traffiic  passing  through  Newport  from  the  one  side  to  the 
other,  more  or  less  throughout  the  day,  and  very  marked  during 
rush  hour  periods. 
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Another  cause  of  a nuisance  was  that  frequently  shale  lorries 
would  break  down,  and  the  driver  would  then  empty  the  lorry  of 
sha!e  where  it  stood;  he  would  then  get  vehicle  towed  away  leaving 
the  contents  of  the  lorry  behind. 

Several  canteens  were  constructed  for  use  by  the  workmen 
involved  in  the  construction  of  the  works,  and  at  first  these  gave  cause 
for  great  concern  owing  to  the  unfit  state  of  the  premises  but  after 
much  effort  these  became  reasonable. 

There  is  a large  camp  for  workmen  situated  at  Pye  Corner, 
Nash.  This  is  composed  of  a number  of  huts  divided  into  further 
hutments  in  which  the  men  are  placed  in  two’s.  This  is  where  they 
live,  and  there  is  a large  canteen  situated  nearby,  which  has  also 
caused  some  trouble  which  appears  to  have  at  last  been  satisfactorily 
dealt  with.  The  works  has  a Medical  Officer  who  is  in  daily 
attendance  and  has  also  given  a considerable  amount  of  attendance 
to  personnel  of  the  various  companies  employed  in  the  construction  of 
the  works. 

Four  stations  have  been  set  up  to  measure  SO  „ Smoke  and  Grit 
and  are  functioning  prior  to  the  works  starting  up.  This  will  show 
whether  any  deleterious  results  are  obtained  from  the  functioning  of 
the  plant  when  it  starts  to  operate. 

During  the  period  to  which  the  report  relates  there  are  large 
number  of  caravans  dotted  about  the  area,  and  it  is  the  intention  of 
the  Authority  to  see  that  these  are  all  collected  into  one  large  site, 
work  upon  which  has  been  started.  A number  of  caravans  have 
already  been  moved  to  the  new  site,  and  quite  a number  remain  to 
be  removed. 

Sit'J  at  Mag  or  Station  for  the  Delivery  of  Cement. 

Two  large  silos  have  been  erected  at  Magor  Station  for  the 
delivery  of  cement  for  building  operations  at  the  works,  and  these 
have  given  rise  to  considerable  nuisance  from  the  cement  dust.  The 
latter  has  been  blown  about,  affecting  the  school  and  nearby  houses 
and  numerous  complaints  have  been  received.  We  have  contacted 
the  Penarth  Cement  Co.,  the  owners,  and  they  have  gone  to  con- 
siderable expense  to  rectify  the  nuisance  as  far  as  possible.

The  Monmouthshire  County  Council  as  Local  Health  Authority 
are  responsible  for  the  arrangements  and  Administration  of  the 
Services  under  Part  III  of  the  Act.

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water  Supplies. 

Water  supplies  were  taken  over  in  October,  1960  by  Newport 
and  South  Monmouthshire  Water  Board.  We  however,  still  examine 
supplies  of  water  from  time  to  time  and  report  as  to  their  purity  or 
otherwise. 

Whilst  most  of  the  Council’s  area  is  adequately  served  with 
piped  supplies  the  following  “ pockets  ” remain  without  a sufficient 
and  generally  wholesome  supply:  Coedycaerau  area  of  Langstone — 

11  dwellings:  Mynydd  Allt  Tir  Vach  area  of  Llanvaches — 15 

dwellings  and  the  Craig-Ceiliog  area  of  Bettws — 7 dwellings.  Most 
of  these  dwellings  are  dependent  on  “ springs  or  wells  ” the  water 
from  which  is  of  variable  quantity  and  quality,  whilst  in  a few  cases 
rain  water  storage  tanks  are  utilised. 

The  piped  supplies  of  water  in  this  Rural  District  from  water- 
works are  “ constant  ” and  not  intermittent  and  are  not  liable  to 
plumbo-solvency  action. 

Work  has  been  consistent  throughout  the  year  with  regard  to 
emptying  of  cesspools.  The  number  increases  year  by  year  and  the 
total  number  of  cesspools  within  the  area  at  the  end  of  1960  was 
1,039.  1,482  emptyings  were  undertaken  during  the  same  period. 

The  majority  of  dwellings  with  pail  or  earth  closets  are  those 
which  belong  to  houses  which  are  sub-standard,  generally  speaking, 
and  the  department  is  actively  engaged  in  converting  into  water  closets 
where  possible,  whilst  the  condemnation  of  premises  also  tends  to 
lessen  the  number  with  the  result  that  very  few  are  remaining  within 
the  area.

FOOD  HYGIENE  REGULATIONS,  1055. 

The  Regulations  came  into  force  on  1st  January,  1956,  and  it 
is  now  essential  to  bring  in  a substantial  supply  of  hot  water  in  order 
that  hands  may  be  frequently  washed  when  dealing  with  food  stuffs 
requiring  it. 

The  Regulations  apply  to  a much  wider  range  of  premises  than 
hitherto  and  this  provision  must  be  complied  with  in  relation  to  all 
premises  where  “ a food  business  ” is  carried  on.  Regulations  apply 
to  all  cases  where  food  is  handled  whether  or  not  there  is  any  question 
of  sale  or  exposure  for  sale. 

In  brief  the  Regulations  require  the  following  matters: — 

(1)  The  cleanliness  of  food  premises,  equipment  and  con- 
tainers. 

(2)  The  protection  of  food  from  the  risk  of  contamination. 

(3)  The  personal  cleanliness  of  all  persons  engaged  in  the 
handling  of  food. 

(4)  The  carriage  and  wrapping  of  “ open  food  ” (i.e.  food 
not  contained  in  a container  of  such  materials  and  so 
closed,  as  to  exclude  all  risk  of  contamination). 

(5)  Persons  engaged  in  the  handling  of  food  who  are  suffer- 
ing from  certain  infections,  such  as  staphylococcal  in- 
fection likely  to  cause  food  poisoning. 

(6)  The  provision  of  a clean,  wholesome,  adequate  and 
constant  water  supply. 

(7)  The  provision  of  wash-hand  basins  and  washing 
facilities  for  persons  engaged  on  the  handling  of  food. 

(8)  The  provision  of  facilities  for  the  washing  of  food  and 
equipment. 

I am  pleased  to  state  that  all  Shops  within  the  area  serving 
open  food  have  installed  washing  facilities  with  a constant  supply  of 
hot  water  required  within  the  provisions  of  the  Regulations. 
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MILK  (SPECIAL  DESIGNATION)  REGULATIONS  1960. 


These  Regulations  made  by  the  Minister  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries 
and  Food  and  the  Minister  of  Health  came  into  operation  on  1st 
October,  1960,  in  so  far  as  they  relate  to  Producer’s  Licences  and  on 
the  1st  January,  1961,  in  so  far  as  they  relate  to  Dealer’s  licences. 

These  Regulations  consolidate  and  re-enact  with  amendments 
the  Milk  (Special  Designation)  (Raw  Milk)  Regulations  1949-1954, 
and  the  Milk  (Special  Designation)  (Pasteurised  and  Sterilised  Milk) 
Regulations  1949-1953. 

The  principal  changes  made  are  as  follows: — 

(i)  Dealers  l'cences  are  to  be  granted  by  the  Food  and  Drugs 
Authority  of  the  area  within  which  are  situated  the  premises 
at  or  from  which  the  m;lk  is  to  be  pasteurised,  sterilised  or 
sold  as  the  case  may  be.  Dealer’s  licences  are  to  prevent 
sales  outside  as  well  as  inside  the  area  of  the  Licensing 
Authority.  Supplementary  Licences  are  to  be  discontinued. 

(ii)  A Dealer’s  pre-packed  milk  licence  is  introduced  to  prevent 
the  sale  of  all  three  kinds  of  specially  designated  milk  where 
the  milk  is  obtained  by  the  dealer  in  the  container  in  which 
it  is  to  be  supplied  to  the  consumer,  or  is  pasteurised  or 
sterilised  by  the  dealer. 

(iii)  The  period  for  which  a dealer’s  licence  will  be  granted  is 
extended  from  one  year  to  five  years. 

(iv)  A licence  holder  is  no  longer  requiring  to  allow  samples  to 
be  taken  free  of  charge. 

(v)  A herd  in  respect  of  which  a producer’s  licence  is  held  if 
allowed  to  run  with  other  attested  cattle  or  cattle  from  a 
controlled  herd. 

(vi)  The  storage  of  tuberculin  tested  milk  in  a fixed  tank  at  the 
farms  and  subsequent  collection  in  a milk  tanker  is  per- 
mitted, but  such  milk  is  required  to  be  pasteurised  or 
sterilised  before  sale. 

(vii)  The  sealing  of  containers  (other  than  retail  containers)  of 
tuberculin  tested  milk  is  no  longer  obligatory. 

(viii)  The  Clot-on-Boiling  test  has  been  introduced  for  tuberculin 

tested  milk  to  which  a producer’s  licence  relates. 

(ix)  When,  for  the  purpose  of  taking  a sample,  a person  breaks 
the  seal  on  a container,  he  must  reseal  the  container  and 
attach  to  it  a label  certifying  that  it  has  been  opened  and 
resealed. 

(x)  The  conditions  of  the  Methylene  Blue  test  for  tuberculin 
tested  milk  and  pasteurised  milk  are  modified  and  a different 
Phosphate  Test  for  pasteurised  milk  has  been  prescribed. 
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PREVALENCE  OF  AND  CONTROL  OVER 
INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 


All  cases  of  notifiable  Infectious  Diseases  are  visited  and  in- 
vestigated by  the  Public  Health  Inspector  after  the  receipt  of  a 
notification.  Where  necessary,  arrangements  are  made  for  the 
removal  of  the  patient  to  an  Isolation  Hospital,  if  accommodation  is 
available. 

The  examination  of  pathological  and  bacteriological  specimens  is 
carried  out  at  the  Laboratory.  From  the  24th  June,  1957,  the 
address  of  the  Medical  Research  Council  was  altered  from  the  County 
Hall,  Newport,  and  became  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Clytha 
Square,  Newport,  Mon.

MAGOR  AND  ST.  MELLONS  RURAL  DISTRICT  COUNCIL. 
Report  oi  the  Public  Health  Inspector. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 

Magor  and  St.  Mellons  Rural  District  Council. 


Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

In  recent  years  it  has  become  evident  that  much  new  legislation 
together  with  modification  of  the  existing  has  been  introduced  in  the 
field  of  Housing  and  Public  Health.  Not  the  least  are  the  measures 
taken  to  stop  pollution  of  the  air — smoke  was  certainly  marked  and 
emphasized  as  dangerous  to  the  human  being.  The  Clean  Air  Act 
reflected  the  will  of  the  people  as  interpreted  by  Parliament.  In 
many  ways  it  was  a triumph  for  those  who  had  fought  hard  against 
aerial  pollution  and  striven  hard  for  a number  of  years  to  rouse  the 
public  to  their  side.  Progress  is  now  becoming  obvious  in  the 
pollution  field  for  there  are  now  in  existence  hundreds  of  Smoke 
control  areas  throughout  the  country. 

The  four  air  pollution  recording  stations  situated  on  the  east 
side  of  the  area  and  at  the  periphery  of  the  Spencer  Works  are 
well  established;  daily  readings  being  recorded  over  the  past  few 
months.  By  the  time  the  works  are  established  we  shall  be  in  a 
position  to  compare  the  state  of  the  atmosphere  prior  to  commence- 
ment with  that  during  production. 

The  main  causes  of  excessive  smoke  and  grit  is  an  outward  sign 
of  incomplete  combustion  and  inefficiency  due  chiefly  to  bad 
operation  of  plants,  faults  in  the  plant  and/or  the  use  of  unsuitable 
fuel.  Smoke  may  result  from  any  of  these  causes  or  from  a com- 
bination of  both.  In  case  of  smoke  emission  the  Act  defines 
permissible  limits  and  the  Ringleman  Chart  provides  a standard  of 
measurement,  but  there  is,  as  yet,  no  definition  of  permissible  limits 
of  grit  and  dust  emission  nor  a standard  of  measurement. 

The  Act  requires  that  every  practical  means  shall  be  taken  to 
minimise  the  emission  of  grit  and  dust  from  chimneys.  I would  add, 
that  very  costly  and  modern  methods  have  been  adapted  and  installed 
at  Messrs.  Richard  Thomas  and  Baldwin  Ltd.,  and  I am  confident 
that  the  management  are  conscious  of  the  tremendous  responsibility 
thrust  upon  them  to  take  the  necessary  steps  to  keep  the  air  as  free 
from  pollution  as  is  possible. 

Unfortunately,  on  the  other  hand,  pollution  on  the  roads  is  on 
the  increase  and  is  causing  much  public  complaint.  Attention  is 
particularly  directed  to  the  diesil  engine  vehicle,  the  fumes  and  smoke 
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from  which  not  only  causing  a nuisance  but  being  a direct  source 
of  danger  to  the  other  road  users.  Smoke  and  fumes  from  road 
vehicles  are  not  controlled  under  the  Clean  Air  Act  and  are  not 
the  responsibility  of  the  Local  Authority  but  are  controlled  under 
the  Road  Traffic  Act  Regulations. 

The  Caravan  Sites  and  Development  Act  came  into  force  last 
August  mainly  as  a result  of  the  weaknesses  and  difficulties 
encountered  in  enforcing  the  provisions  of  previous  legislation  of 
the  Public  Health  Act  and  the  Town  and  Country  Planning  Act 
1947.  In  the  field  of  development  control  the  hands  of  the  County 
Council  as  planning  Authorities  are  considerably  strengthened  by  the 
enforcement  provisions  now  available  for  their  use.  Though  a 
comparably  small  Act  it  opens  up  a new  concept  with  regard  to  its 
administration  inasmuch  as  it  requires  in  its  operations  close  liason 
between  the  Local  and  Planning  Authorities. 

It  has  become  apparent  that  this  liason  between  the  County 
Planning  Department  and  the  Health  Department  is  a material  factor 
since  the  passing  of  the  Act  and  with  the  development  of  the  sporadic 
unauthorised  and  undesirable  caravan  sites  scattered  throughout  the 
area  especially  in  the  parish  of  Nash.  Since  the  advent  of  the  Spencer 
Works,  caravans  of  all  types  and  descriptions  have  made  our  area 
the  mecca  of  their  ways  and  it  is  estimated  that  approximately  3 
hundred  caravans  were  at  one  time  scattered  throughout  the  area 
with  most  of  the  men  folk  being  employed  at  the  new  works.  How- 
ever this  irregular  development  was  resolved  by  the  birth  of  the  St. 
Donats  Camping  Site  provided  for  the  personnel  of  the  caravanners 
who  had  direct  contact  with  its  being  and  construction  and  I am 
hoping  to  record  that  the  strong  action,  taken  by  the  Planning 
Department  and  ourselves  will  eventually  see  the  clearance  of  un- 
desirable and  unhealthy  sites  resulting  in  the  removal  of  the  caravans 
to  authorised  and  up  to  date  ones. 

During  the  periodical  and  routine  visits  made  within  the  area, 
I am  forcibly  reminded  of  the  increasing  number  of  elderly  people, 
many  of  them  living  alone,  who  give  rise  to  a problem  which  is 
not  completely  answered  under  existing  legislation. 

It  is  doubtful  if  any  law  or  assistance  will  ever  rectify  these 
sad  conditions  because  the  basic  difficulties  arise  from  the  loneliness 
apathy  and  emotional  reaction  of  people,  who,  through  the  impair- 
ment of  their  mental  and  physical  powers  can  no  longer  cope  with 
the  strains  and  responsibility  of  every  day  life. 

There  are  also  the  few  problem  families  who  always  require 
the  constant  attention  and  who  always  create  the  frustrated  environ- 
ment and  atmosphere. 
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The  Council  has  once  again  assisted  in  their  housing  programme 
by  their  awareness  of  the  essential  function  of  the  provision  of  the 
Housing  Act  relating  to  improvement  grants.  Where  houses  which 
previously  were  sub-standard  in  character,  by  means  of  financial 
assistance  to  the  owners  have  been  made  fit  and  proper  dwellings. 

55  grants  were  approved  during  the  year. 

In  conclusion,  the  Monmouthshire  County  Council  has  devised 
a scheme  to  alert  all  the  local  authorities  with  its  boundary  limits, 
within  a very  short  space  of  time,  of  any  eventuality  or  possibility 
of  the  slightest  danger  arising  from  radioactivity  as  it  affects  the  air, 
public  water  supplies,  crops,  etc.  Certain  Authorities  within  the 
scheme  are  responsible  for  the  periodical  sampling  of  the  air,  water 
and  other  essential  commodities  and  as  the  Magor  and  St.  Mellons 
Rural  District  Authority  are  participating  we  are  responsible  for  the 
sampling  at  certain  intervals  resulting  in  the  atmospheric  Pollution 
Station  at  Langstone  being  used  in  connection  with  such  scheme  for 
the  recording  of  radioactivity  that  may  be  present  in  the  air.

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PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  1949. 


The  public  today  realise  the  importance  of  the  work  carried  out 
by  the  rodent  operative  which  is  rapidly  becoming  evident  in  the  field 
of  Public  Health  with  the  result  that  whatever  the  degree  of  infestation 
that  exists,  prompt  action  of  notifying  the  department  is  undertaken 
by  the  persons  concerned.  Modern  young  householders  are  only  too 
keen  to  report  the  existence  of  pests  generally  and  seek  expert  knowl- 
edge and  assistance  in  methods  of  eradication. 

Rats  and  mice  attack  food  in  warehouses,  factories,  canteens  and 
even  the  household  larder  and  although  they  eat  a great  deal  of  food, 
they  soil  an  even  greater  amount  which  means  its  total  destruction  in 
many  instances.  Not  least  is  the  spread  of  diseases  such  as  Weil’s 
disease  which  can  be  fatal  to  the  human  being. 

It  is  apparent  that  rodent  control  is  a job  that  helps  the  com- 
munity and  is  worth  doing  well. 

In  this  Country  there  are  two  kinds  of  rat  species — the  common 
rat  (brown  or  sewer  rat)  and  the  Ship  rat.  Normally  the  Ship  rat 
is  found  only  in  ports. 

The  poison  mostly  used  today  is  that  known  as  Warfarin  and 
is  one  of  a number  of  poisons  known  as  ‘ anticoagulants  ’ because  it 
reacts  on  the  body  by  reducing  the  clotting  power  of  thei  blood  to  a 
degree  where  internal  haemorrages  occur  which  result  in  death. 

The  Rodent  Operative’s  work  is  mainly  taken  up,  apart  from  the 
two  yearly  treatment  of  the  sewers  and  the  routine  treatments  of  the 
refuse  tips,  in  dealing  with  complaints  and  making  return  visits  to 
the  scene  of  past  infestations  to  ascertain  if  any  inflow  has  occurred 
since  the  original  visits  and  treatments. 

During  the  year  450  private  and  other  premises  were  treated  with 
satisfactory  results.  18  routine  treatments  were  carried  out  at  the 
refuse  tips.

PIPED  SUPPLIES. 

22  samples  of  treated  supplies  were  submitted  for  bacteriol- 
oglical  examination  all  of  which  were  satisfactory.  These  samples 
were  taken  from  the  Council’s  Cardiff  and  Newport  Corporation 
supplies  at  various  points  within  the  area. 

A further  35  samples  of  untreated  supplies  were  also  submitted 
for  bacteriological  examination  out  of  which  31  were  unsatisfactory. 

429  connections  from  The  Newport  and  South  Monmouthshire 
Water  Board  mains  were  carried  out  during  the  year;  of  this  number 
426  were  to  new  houses  occupied  during  the  year. 


SHOPS  ACT,  1950. 

No  action  was  taken  during  the  year  under  the  Shops  Act,  1950, 
relating  to  sanitary  and  other  arrangements  in  shops. 


SLAUGHTER  OF  ANIMALS  AND  SLAUGHTERHOUSES. 

There  are  8 butchers  shops  within  the  area.  There  are  no 
licensed  private  slaughterhouses,  the  meat  for  sale  in  these  shops 
being  collected  from  neighbouring  public  and  private  slaughterhouses. 

1 application  was  received  for  a licence  to  slaughter  pigs  only, 
which  was  granted  by  the  Council. 
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THE  CARAVAN  SITES  AND  CONTROL  OF  DEVELOPMENT 

ACT  1960 

MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS. 


Caravans  now  provide  homes  for  a large  number  of  families  and 
it  is  clear  that  the  residential  caravan  has  come  to  stay  for  at  least 
many  years  to  come.  This  was  one  of  the  assumptions  upon  which 
parliament  passed  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act, 
1960.  The  last  few  years  have  seen  a very  large  increase  in  the  use 
of  caravans  for  holidays  and  to  a lesser  extent  as  homes.  In  many 
areas  they  have  become  a familiar  feature  of  the  landscape.  It  is 
obvious  that  Caravan  Sites,  like  housing  and  other  kinds  of  develop- 
ment need  to  be  properly  planned  if  they  are  to  fit  in  with  the  land- 
scape and  afford  suitable  conditions  for  those  who  live  in  them. 
During  the  latter  part  of  the  year  work  began  on  the  three  sites  at 
St.  Brides  to  carry  out  certain  works  as  laid  down  by  the  Code  of 
Model  standards  which  deals  with  and  includes  the  following  require- 
ments— Density  and  space  between  caravans,  roads  and  footpaths, 
hard  standings,  fire  fighting  apparatus,  water  supply,  washing  facilities, 
storage  space,  car  parking  and  recreation  spaces. 

Work  has  also  began  on  the  St.  Donats  Site  in  Nash  to  receive 
the  caravaners  who  are  employed  by  Messrs.  Richard  Thomas  and 
Baldwin  Ltd.  This  site,  however,  does  not  come  within  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act,  as 
it  is  an  exempted  site  and  therefore  outside  the  enforcement  provisions 
of  the  main  Act.  However,  I feel  sure  that  in  view  of  it  being  a 
large  site  which  is  intended  to  house  450  caravans,  the  responsible 
persons  will  have  as  their  guide  the  Model  Standards  as  laid  down 
by  the  Ministry,  in  order  to  reach  the  desired  standard  for  the  caravan 
dwellers  who  occupy  the  site. 


23  applications  were  received  during  the  year,  21  of  which  were 
renewed  and/or  granted  until  31st  December,  1961. 


LEGAL  PROCEEDINGS. 

No  legal  proceedings  were  instituted  during  the  year. 
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ICE-CREAM  (HEAT  TREATMENT,  ETC) 
REGULATIONS,  1947-1952. 


The  introduction  of  the  Ice-cream  (Heat  Treatment,  etc.) 
Regulations  1947  marked  a great  step  forward  in  the  improvement  of 
hygiene  standards  relating  to  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  ice-cream. 
Certain  definite  requirements  are  laid  down  with  regard  to  the 
manufacture  and  sale  and  since  the  1947  regulations  were  issued 
dealing  with  this  important  food  commodity,  new  legislation  has 
appeared  from  time  to  time  on  the  horizon.  However  there  are  no 
premises  within  the  area  where  ice-cream  is  manufactured,  nevertheless 
many  mobile  vehicles  from  other  areas  are  seen  daily  selling  the 
manufactured  product. 

Advancement  is  such  today,  that  the  ice-cream  can  more  or  less 
be  prepared  and  sold  direct  from  the  vehicle  to  the  intended  purchaser. 
Briefly  control  among  other  provisions  within  the  regulations  states 

that: — 

(1)  All  apparatus  used  in  the  manufacture  of  ice-cream 
must  be  installed,  maintained  and  operated  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  Local  Authority. 

(2)  Ice-cream  which  is  sold  or  offered  for  sale  must  either 

(a)  have  been  kept  at  a temperature  of  not  more  than 
28 °F  since  it  was  frozen  or 

(b)  if  its  temperature  has  risen  above  28°F  be  again 
subject  to  the  temperature  described  above.  It 
must  afterwards  be  kept  at  a temperature  of  not 
more  than  28°F. 

(3)  Ice-cream  must  be  protected  from  contamination  by 
dust,  dirt,  etc.  at  all  times  during  manufacture,  storage 
and  distribution. 


The  standard  of  cleanliness  is  quite  satisfactory  and  I feel  that 
the  sellers  are  conscious  of  their  responsibilities  towards  the  public 
when  supplying  this  popular  food  commodity  under  conditions  which 
are  in  keeping  with  the  regulations.  Close  supervision,  together  with 
the  usual  routine  inspection  coupled  with  periodical  sampling  has 
been  carried  out  during  the  year. 
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However,  sooner  or  later,  I feel  that  the  future  must  hold  some 
legislation  for  controlling  mobile  sales  of  ice-cream.  It  appears  that 
the  number  of  vehicles  on  the  roads  will  go  on  increasing  without 
some  form  of  control.  The  answer  may  lie  in  the  trade  itself. 
Arrangements  could  be  made  for  the  various  manufacturers  to  agree 
and  provide  a concerted  plan  for  street  trading.  There  are  plenty  of 
streets  available  for  every  manufacturer  to  have  a fair  part  of  the 
trade  without  causing  annoyance  to  the  public  by  following  each  other 
from  day  to  day  around  the  area. 


INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 


The  work  of  the  department  is  mainly  concerned  with  human 
problems  in  their  relation  to  housing  of  the  people,  the  food  they 
eat  and  drink  and  the  conditions  under  which  they  live  and  work. 
As  time  goes  by  we  are  gradually  promoting  better  conditions  which 
serve  as  an  indication  to  our  consciousness  and  effort  in  the  field  of 
public  health. 

A substantial  portion  of  the  time  of  the  department  is  spent  in 
food  control  which  necessitates  the  inspection  of  all  premises  within 
the  area  where  food  is  sold,  exposed  for  sale  or  deposited  for  the 
purposes  of  sale  to  the  public,  together  with  the  sampling  of  milk 
and  water  so  as  to  ascertain  their  quality,  thus  safeguarding  the  public 
from  any  hidden  danger  that  could  arise  to  affect  adversely  the  normal 
living  conditions  of  human  beings. 

In  the  past  we  have  striven  to  establish  progressive  standards  of 
hygiene  in  the  food  trade  and  I would  add  that  signs  are  becoming 
evident  during  the  course  of  our  inspections,  of  the  higher  standards 
now  existing  to  those  that  prevailed  some  years  ago.  It  is  also 
becoming  apparent  that  the  public  are  demanding  that  wYch  is  of 
the  highest  quality  whether  it  be  sold,  stored  or  delivered  to  their 
households. 

Innumerable  outbreaks  of  food  poisoning  throughout  the  country 
have  been  traced  to  food  handlers  failing  to  tecognise  the  elementary, 
yet  very  important  precaution  of  washing  their  hands  after  attending 
to  their  personal  needs  or  in  many  cases  failing  to  suitably  cover  any 
sores  that  are  present  on  their  hands.  With  regard  to  the  structural 
aspect  of  food  premises  we  have  always  received  the  full  co-operation 
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of  the  food  seller  inasmuch  as  much  time  and  money  has  been  spent 
to  house  and  sell  the  food  p oduct  from  good  hygiene  business 
premises,  yet  the  whole  aspect  falls  down  within  a very  short  space 
of  time  when  the  food  handler  has  not  either  washed  his  or  her  con- 
taminated hands  prior  to  handling  of  food  received  by  the  innocent 
consumer. 

The  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  1955  place  an  added  respon- 
sibility upon  the  health  department  to  safeguard  the  consumer  against 
common  infections  and  we  strive  to  carry  out  our  obligations  to  the 
best  of  our  ability  bearing  in  mind  that  the  strength  of  our  efforts 
lie  in  the  satisfaction  that  ‘ what  could  have  been  done  was  done  ’ 
and  that  we  endeavour  to  form  a barrier  against  the  many  formidable 
forces  of  food  poisoning  who  are  always  at  the  ready  to  invade  and 
ultimately  destroy  the  well  being  of  the  human  body. 

All  food  premises  within  the  area  are  inspected  as  frequently  as 
possible  and  I am  pleased  to  report  that  no  circumstances  occurred  that 
warranted  any  action  under  the  Hygiene  Regulations. 


MILK  AND  DAIRIES. 

Apart  from  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938,  which  is  the  main 
basis  of  the  law  in  relation  to  food,  the  control  of  milk  supplies  by 
legislation  forms  an  important  part  of  our  present  legal  system  regard- 
ing food  stuffs.  Milk,  either  liquid  milk  or  any  product  in  which 
milk  is  used,  forms  a vital  part  of  our  diet  at  all  ages. 

Excepting  the  general  regulations  which  govern  the  production 
and  distribution  of  milk,  present  legislation  has  tended  to  specify 
certain  types  of  milk  known  as  “ designated  ” milks  for  which  special 
regulations  have  been  made.  These  designated  milks  are  divided  into 
raw  designated  milk  such  as  “ Tuberculin  Tested  ” (T.T.)  and  heat 
treated  milk  such  as  pasteurised  and  sterilized.  In  addition  to  the 
grading  of  the  milk,  the  products  must  conform  to  certain  standards, 
both  chemical  and  bacteriological  as  laid  down  in  the  legislation  con- 
cerned. 

The  conditions  subject  to  which  the  designation  may  be  used  are 
definately  laid  down  and  where  certain  conditions  may  be  or  are  not 
being  complied  with,  provisions  exists  for  the  revocation,  suspension 
and  refusal  of  licences  to  sell,  with  right  to  appeal.  The  latest 
Regulations  governing  the  conditions  under  which  special  designated 
milk,  i.e.  tuberculin  tested  (T.T.)  pasteurised  and  sterilized  milk, 
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may  be  sold  are  the  Milk  (Special  Designation)  Regulations,  1960, 
issued  by  the  Minister  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  and  the 
Minister  of  Health.  The  purpose  of  these  regulations  is  to  ensure 
the  safe  and  clean  production,  bottling  and  distribution  of  milk  for  the 
public  and  that  in  the  case  of  pasteurised  and  sterilized  milk,  that  it 
is  effectively  heat-treated.  These  regulations  replace  earlier  regulations 
with  amendments  to  cover  modern  dairy  methods.  New  and  modified 
tests  for  T.T.  and  pasteurised  milk  are  introduced  with  the  issue  of 
dealer’s  licences  simplified. 

The  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  will  remain 
responsible  for  the  issue  of  licences  for  T.T.  m>lk  producers  but  the 
Food  and  Drugs  Authorities  are  responsilbe  for  issuing  dealers  licences 
for  selling  designated  milk. 

20  samples  were  submitted  during  the  year  for  bacteriological 
examination,  all  of  which  were  satisfactory. 


HOUSE  REFUSE. 

A weekly  collection  in  all  parishes  is  being  undertaken  by  the 
the  Council. 

Disposal  is  by  means  of  tipping  at  Bettws  and  Magor,  an  1 
occasioned  no  serious  nuisances. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  routine  treatment  in  connection  with 
rodent  control,  both  tips  were  given  dressings  with  D.D.T.  base 
during  the  summer  months  in  order  to  control  insects  pests.
